Thero sro, as raported previously, four Chineso 
men-of-war at Nagasaki, for the purpose of being’ 
dookod; and, it appears, according to the version 
of the affair which we got from a coasting ves 
sol, that several of the crew weut on shore, to 
‘buy some Japaneso swords. For-some unknown 
reason o quarrol ensaod— it originated, we hear, 
in @ house of ilJ-fame, and soon if came from 
words to blows, -The Poline were called and in 
trying to pacify tho mon, who reemed to be tha 
worse for liquor, ouv of the “bobbies” was stabbed 
with a Japaneso aword’ by one of the marines. 
Tho affray was reported to the Central Police 
Station, and a detachment of Police was des:
